United States, immediately issued a statement claiming that 
Winston Churchill had ordered a bomb to be placed on board in 
order to prejudice German-American relations.

Germans developed the Enigma 
machine and sold the technology to their Japanese allies. 


During the Polish invasion, the Polish underground stole one 
from the Germans and smuggled it into England. The British 
dismantled it and put their decoders at Betchley Park on to it. 
They were working with the earliest prototype computers 
designed to work out the combinations and they broke the 
German code, Once it was penetrated, the ‘Bombe’ was 
programmed to read all the German communications. From the 
beginning of the war, they read every German communication, 
sometimes before the real recipient. 


LET’S PRETEND WE DON'T KNOW! 


They did not ever mention the word Enigma, and were very 
careful about disseminating the information. They often 
allowed German operations to go ahead without interference so 
as not to scare the Germans into changing the system. 

Even when they knew that the Luftwaffe were going to utterly 
destroy Coventry, they reasoned that if they suddenly moved 
squadrons to the North, evacuated the city, or even put 
emergency services on alert, the Germans would know that their 
signal traffic was being read, so they had to let the attack go 
ahead. They attempted some ruses such as setting fire to fields 
on the outside of town drawing the bombers to the flames, 
enticing them to unload their bombs off the main target area. 

The British knew of the sinking of the merchant fleet by 
German U-boat submarines. All the lives lost and insurance 
claims paid for by the long suffering British taxpayer could all 
haye been stopped, for a short time anyway, until the Germans 
tealised and changed the coding system. The British accepted 
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the losses, reasoning that they were getting too much other 
information to allow the Germans to know their sources. 


ABOVE & BEYOND THE GENERAL 
STANDARDS OF CONTROL 


In 1940, the British gave the Americans the computer 
technology secrets, and made President Franklin Roosevelt one 
on the few recipients of the information, whilst the Prime 
Minister of Great Britain, Neville Chamberlain was not. The 
Americans William F Friedman and Joseph Rochfort had been 
working in the mathematical area of code breaking and had just 
about broken the Japanese version ‘Purple’, but with the British 
Enigma secrets available to them, it sped up the process of the 
construction of their own version of the ‘Bombe’ computer. 
They were successfully monitoring the Japanese Navy and Air 
Force for a year before Pearl Harbour. 

On 20th May 1940, British Special Branch detectives entered 
the apartment of a diplomat from the US Embassy, a cipher clerk 
called Tyler Kent and found 1,500 top secret documents which 
had been cabled between Whitehall and Washington.

How did the 
British know about Tyler Kent? They were intercepting the 
coded dispatches that were sent to the German ambassador in 
Italy, and he seemed to be reporting matters that were being 
discussed between the First Lord of the Admiralty, Churchill 
(before he was Prime Minister) and Franklin Roosevelt, the 





President of the USA. How did the people who were 
eavesdropping on these communications know that Churchill 
and Protus knew one another? How did they know that the 
subject matter was correct and not fiction? At the top of the 
information chain, were people who knew EVERYTHING, 
they knew everything that went on on both sides of the war.

On the evening of Wednesday 26th November 1941, the 
American Secretary of State Cordell Hull, handed the now 
famous ‘ten point note’ to Admiral Nomura and Kurusha, the 
Japanese Ambassador to the United States. 









WHO DECLARED WAR FIRST? 


The document was blunt and to the point. It stated, “The 
government of Japan will withdraw all military, naval, air and 
police force from China and from Indo-China. The government 
of the United States and the government of Japan will not support 
any government or regime in China other than the national 
government of the Republic of China,” The note went on to offer 
to unfreeze Japanese assets in America and to stabilise the 
exchange rates between the two countries. 

The Japanese were insulted. It was either pull out of China, a 
country they had been trying to conquer since 1932, or face a 
situation where their whole military machine would grind to halt 
for lack of oil, steel, rubber and other war commodities. The ten 
point note from the Americans was more than an ultimatum, it 
in itself was a declaration of war as it left the Japanese no way 
out. 
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“Thave seen war. I have seen war on land and sea. I have seen 
blood running from the wounded. Ihave seen men coughing out 
their gassed lungs. I have seen the dead in the mud. I have seen 
cities destroyed. Thave seen 200 limping, exhausted men come 
out of the line - the survivors of a regiment of 1,000 that went 
| forward 48 hours earlier. I have seen children starving. I have 
seen the agony of mothers and wives. I hate war.” 














Franklin Roosevelt's speech at Chautauque, NY in public papers. 
His words said one thing and his actions said another. 
On 2nd December, an American military officer sent to 
reconnoitre the Japanese Embassy in Washington, found that 
papers were being burnt in the back CGE 
In a meeting with General 
Hideki Tojo, the Prime Minister 
and Emperor Hirohito, Admiral 
Nagano, the Navy Chief of Staff 
opened up with an over-view that 
Japan was losing materials and 
getting weaker whilst the enemy 
was getting stronger. He stressed 
the need for a quick decisive 
battle in waters close to home and 
to take advantage of that initial 
yictory to cope with the 
inevitable long war that would 
follow, In short, the armed forces 
had no alternative but to try to

initiative.” 
This was a very prophetic statement and anticipated the dramatic 
actions that were going to unfold in the year ahead. 

Atthe same time, 
the Japanese Imperial Navy Task Force was already crossing the 
international date line en route to Hawaii. Six aircraft carriers, 
two battleships, three cruisers, eleyen destroyers and a fleet of 
supply ships... 


IT HAD TO BE WAR! 


On 19th November 1941, Tokyo transmitted an important 
message to Washington, it was not in ‘Purple’ the Japanese 
version of the Enigma codes but in high grade J19, As this code 
did not have the same priority, it was not decoded as quickly as 
the *Purple’ codes. When they were decoded, they were 
considered important enough to alert the Army and Navy 
monitoring stations on round-the-clock listening, the naval 
watch officers were even furnished with cards with the special 
words to be listened for written on it. The message was: 
Regarding the broadcast of a special message in an emergency, 
(the cutting off of diplomatic relations with the United States) 
the following warning will be added in the middle of the daily 
Japanese language shortwave news broadcast: 

In case of Japan-US relations in danger: Higashi no kazeame 
(east wind rain).

COVER-UP 


File SRH-051 in US National Archives, an interview with Mr 
Ralph T Briggs, 13th January 1977. Briggs was a naval radio 
intercept operator in the communication station at Cheltenham, 
Maryland, US. He claimed that on 4th December, he picked up 
on schedule, the orange weather bands broadcast circuit, 
discovered that the text contained the words “Higashi no 
kazeame” and forwarded it it to Op-20 in Washington, yet no 
> copies of this message could later 
be found in the files. An affidavit 
from Briggs signed 5th December 
1960 states: “J duly note that all 
transmissions intercepted by me 
between 0500 thru 1300 on the 
above date (December the 4th) 
are missing from the files and that 
these intercepts contained the 
‘winds message’ warning codes”. 
In the Pearl Harbour 
investigations, the CO of his 
station had specifically forbidden 
him to assist Commander Safford 
with evidence during the 
investigations or to even talk to 
9 him. 

The previously agreed signal, 
“Nitka yama nobore” (scale 
Mount Nitaka, the highest 
mountain in Japan) was sent by Admiral Yamamoto to Vice 
Admiral Nagumo at sea with the attack fleet, it is confirmed that 
the surprise attack was to go ahead. 









IT WAS STILL NOT TOO LATE 


One hour later, the copy of the intercepted coded message 
together with its meaning, was delivered to the White House in. 
Washington, DC. 

On Saturday 6th December 1941, Franklin Roosevelt sent a 
personal telegram to Emperor Hirohito. It read: “Both of us, for 
the sakes of the peoples not only of our own countries but for the 
sake of humanity in neighbouring territories, have a sacred duty 
to restore traditional amity and prevent further death and 
destruction in the world.” 

Franklin did not mention to Hirohito that he was reading his 
mail. and all other Japanese signal traffic. 


..AND NERO FIDDLED! 


On the evening of the 6th of December at the White House, 
the Roosevelts were having a small dinner party. Admiral Stark 
was at the National Theatre for a performance of The Student 
Prince. The gist of a thirteen part signal decoded by “Magic” 
from Tokyo to the Japanese Ambassador in Washington was 
delivered to the White House. Kramer from the Navy and 
Colonel Bratton had struggled to get it to everybody before 
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midnight, it did not arouse a single person to action on that night, 
the night before the coming apocalypse. When Roosevelt read 
it in his study in the presence of Harry Hopkins, itis said that the 
President remarked, “This means war,” however his only 
definite response seems to have been to telephone Admiral Stark. 
Early the following morning, the fourteenth part of the Japanese 
message was decoded, this numbered Tokyo 907 said: 

“Will the Ambassador please submit to the United States 
Government (if possible to the Secretary of State) our reply to 
the United States at 1.00pm on the 7th, your time.” 

1.00pm Washington time was early morning in Hawaii, dawn, 
everyone knew at once that this implied that the Japanese 
Ambassador was to hand over this reply just before an attack was 
to be launched. Bratton, who received it at 9.00am Washington 
time, tried to telephone General Marshall but he was out riding, 
by the time he had returned, the intercepts had been seen and 
discussed by the President, yet nobody as yet had sent a waming 
to Pearl Harbour. 


A TACTICAL SUCCESS BUT A STRATEGIC 
FAILURE 


The Japanese deployed 360 aircraft, They lost only 29 aircraft 
and 5 midget submarines, total 100 men. 

The Americans were left with 2,344 dead servicemen and 
1,000 wounded, plus 68 civilians. 8 battleships, 3 destroyers, 1 
minelayer, 112 out of the 148 Navy planes were destroyed and 
52 out of the Army’s 148 aircraft were destroyed on the ground, 
38 American aircraft managed to become airborne and 10 of 
these were shot down. These people were sacrificed, their lives 
were used to persuade the American people to do something it 
had no wish to do, this shameful episode was guided by an evil 
architect of social engineering (the science of manipulating the 
will of the general public).

On September 3, the trial of a 25 year old Quaker, William Penn, 
and an older colleague, William Mead, began in the Central 
Criminal Court. Penn and Mead had been arrested and confined 
in the dreaded Newgate Prison on August 14. when a group of 
three or four hundred Quakers assembled for worship at the

Gracechurch Street meetinghouse. There they confronted a 
phalanx of Redcoats, each of whom nervously gripped a cocked 
carbine. 

Stepping forward, the troops’ lieutenant pleaded with Penn that 
the group not hold a religious service that Sunday morning 
because their Quaker worship violated the law. He read them 
the pertinent provisions of the elaborate Conventicle Act which 
established one legal church, the Church of England. Penn 
responded that there was a higher law, a law that permitted every 
man and woman to worship God or not worship according to the 
dictates of his own conscience. 

Denied entrance to the meetinghouse, Penn began his worship 
service in the street, He and 
Mead were arrested and indicted 
for ‘leading a conventicle, 
conducting an unlawful and 
tumultuous assembly....to the 
disturbance of the peace,’ and 
‘conspiring and abetting 
together’ to do the same, The 
King, the Parliament, and the 
Central Criminal Court united 
for a trial designed both to 
silence Penn forever and to put 
an end to the despised Quakers 
and other dissidents who defied 
the established Church, 
Although the Court assembled 
on Thursday, September 1, and 
the indictments were read and 
the pleas of ‘not guilty’ 
recorded, the trial itself did not 
begin until Saturday, September 
¥ ie 3. The 12 jurors had been 
confined to the Sessions House, 
also known as Old Bailey, for 
two days. 

A parade of carefully coached 
military witnesses testified to the guilt of both prisoners. Neither 
Penn nor Mead was given an opportunity for cross-examination 
or allowed to present witnesses or arguments in their own 
defence. They did not deny the ‘holding of a Conventicle,’ but 
they asserted their right to religious freedom under the Magna 
Charta. They had assembled peaceably, the only disturbance 
being caused by the soldiers. 
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GUILTY? 


By late afternoon it had become ‘clear and manifest’ that they 
had violated the law. All that was left was for the jury to go 
through the motions of returning the guilty verdict, that the Court 
directed, The defendants would be convicted, perhaps never to 
be released from prison. From 7am until late afternoon the 12 
jurors had been sitting on rough benches. Now they were told 
that as soon as they had convicted the prisoners, they would be 
permitted relief and treated to a sumptuous Court-hosted 
banquet. 

Following precedent, the Court granted the jurors one-quarter of 
an hour to agree to the guilt of both prisoners. The quarter-hour 
passed, and the jurors did not return. Twenty minutes. Half an 
hour. Anhour. No jurors. Finally after an hour and a half, eight 
jurors returned and the Court ordered the bailiffs to draw forth 
the other four. 


NO VERDICT! 


“We have no verdict,” the jurors told the Court. 

The judges raged. Such defiance of the authoritarian powers of 
the King, Parliament and venal Court! Still, there would be no 
conviction without the jury acceding. 

Back the jury went for another half hour, and then they returned 
to the Sessions House. The clerk asked for the verdict and the 
foreman arose. Penn: “Guilty of speaking in Gracechurch 
Street.” Mead: “Not guilty of the indictment.” 

The Court was incredulous. There was no law against 
‘speaking,’ The verdict meant nothing. “Is that all?” asked the 
recorder, “That is all | have in my commission,” responded the 
stoical foreman, 

“You have as good as said nothing,” a Judge roared at them. The 


presiding “Justice, the Lord Mayor of London, Sir Samuel 
Starling pounded his desk, and demanded to know why the jurors 
would not obey the directive of the Court. 


WE WILL NEVER YIELD OUR RIGHTS! 


One Edward Bushell rose to respond. “The Court has no power 
within the Magna Charta to dictate the jury’s verdict.” 

“This Court has any power it chooses!” the Judge shouted back.

“We do follow our consciences, which is to bring honour to this 
Court, and we can do no other. If this be not honour, then we 
charge this Court has no honour.”

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Last time I wrote about some of the perils to health which face 
us and concluded by saying that] would try to deal with ways to 
avoid disease epidemics of the future. 

At the outset, let me state that laws govern everything in our 
world. We usually think of laws as something which are used to 
control behaviour such as criminal activity or trade. Laws have 
been formulated to describe natural phenomena such as gravity, 
light, sound, etc., and if we think about some of these natural 
phenomena we will realise that everything around us in the 
natural world is in order whether it be the rotation of our earth, 
the seasonal changes in climate, the insect populations as they 
migrate or mate, all are subject to laws. 

Having accepted the foregoing, we could ask if our health also 
depends upon laws. Man is the only creature which has 
reasoning powers and whereas insects for example, do things 
according to an instinct within them, we can choose our 
behaviour, but, if our behaviour is not in harmony with natural 
law there are consequences which, by deciding to act outside 
natural laws, we must accept. 


ELIMINATE THE CAUSE OF PROBLEMS 


To begin with, the search for cures to problems is fruitless unless 
one seeks the causes. A trouble 
with looking for causes is often 
that certain things are not 
recognised due to accepting 
existing conditions of life as 
being normal or dismissing 
evidence because of prior 
training, thus placing limitations 
on the field of search. An open 
mind is desirable in all people 
but more so among those 
searching for truth. 

The true and honest physician 
will look for causes of disease 
and also be aware of the intimate 
connection between mind and 
body. What affects the mind 
will have an effect in the body 
and vice versa. In fact, it is true 
to say that most disease 
originates in the mind. For good 
health, one may need to change 
life-long habits which are

usually based on social customs and not on scientific fact. 
There are eight laws of life which, when diligently practised and 
understood, will result in good health. These are: pure air, 
sunlight, moderation, rest, exercise, proper diet, water and trust 
in divine power. 

In the Christian Bible, God promises that none of the diseases 
the like of which were brought upon the Egyptians, will be 
brought upon those who observe God’s laws. (Exodus15:26) 
All eight laws need to be understood and used as a way of life. 
To use only some of them will result in failure or partial success. 
As each law involves more than is obvious at first sight, I will 
explain each remedy. 





PURE AIR 


We can only do the best we can with what is around us. In cities 
and near busy roads, air is as detrimental to our lungs as smoking 
about 10 cigarettes each day. Oxygen is around 20% of clean 
air but can drop to as low as 9% in some circumstances. If we 
reduce our oxygen intake by a combination of shallow breathing 
and impure air to 60-70% of our cell needs than cancer can begin, 
The obvious solution, leaving the cities, would of course cause 
great disruption. So I realise that few of the people reading this 
article will put my suggestion 
into practise and will continue 
vainly searching for cures. 
Pure air does not come out of 
city air conditioning systems 
because such systems cannot 
filter out toxic gasses such as 
CO or carbon monoxide. The 
air emanating from such a 
system also lacks the beneficial 
effect of sunlight. To promote 
health, breathing involves 
greater air intake such as during 
exercise. The vital capacity is 
a lung measurement obtained 
by inflating the lungs to their 
maximum and exhaling to the 
maximum, the volume thus 
expelled is measured and 
should measure between 3.5 
and 5 litres, In my experience, 
few people have a vital capacity 
falling between these two 
extremes, the average is about 
2.5 litres with women much 
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lower. The waste products of metabolism can only be excreted 
by combining with oxygen. If there is a shortage of oxygen, 
wastes will accumulate in our bodies to create a favourable 
environment for disease organisms. By exercise, our blood is 
oxygenated, impurities expelled, heart rate increases thereby 
strengthening the heart and our brains will work better. 

For those who may not be able to sleep at night, try deep 
breathing. 

Always make sure sleeping places are open to fresh air because 
if air remains stationary, it will take on a positive charge instead 
of a negative charge and lose its vitality.

All parts of our bodies need rest and the stomach is no exception. 
Regularity of meals is important with 5 hours between meals to 
allow the stomach at least 1 hour of rest. The sensation of hunger 
begins in our brain when blood sugar levels begin to fall. It is 
then that our stomach begins to produce the necessary digestive 
substances. Many things prevent proper digestion, for example 
free oils as found in potato chips and oil turning into soap under 
the action of hydrochloric acid thus causing constipation. 
Unsuitable food mixtures can cause indigestion, for example 
fruit and vegetables eaten at the same meal resulting in the 
production of fermentation and alcohol.

Of all the creatures on earth, only humans 
insist on consuming milk after becoming 
adult, When considering dairy products generally, I believe we 
have succumbed to propaganda from the dairy industry. 
Something like half of all the world’s people are allergic to milk 
and besides, the calcium in milk is not available to humans after 
our teeth appear. Calcium from green leafy vegetables is readily 
used by our bodies, and used along with sunlight to regulate the 
calcium chemistry, will prevent osteoporosis. 

The fat in meat or milk causes red blood cells to clamp together, 
known as aggregation or agglutination and this condition limits 
the ability of the red cells to carry oxygen thus giving rise to the 
dangerous situation of oxygen starvation at the cellular level. 





USE OF WATER 


The human body disposes of around 1.2 litres of water daily 
without any noticeable sweating, the loss increases with 
sweating. The losses occur through urination, breathing, tears, 
ete and must be replaced, otherwise to maintain blood viscosity, 
the body will utilise fluids from the interstitial spaces between 
body cells and cause dehydration, noticeable in wrinkles, 
headaches, tiredness. to name but a few conditions. Good health 
calls for a minimum of 2 litres of water daily with more when 
sweating is present.

time as they are unfit for human consumption. Coffee is known 
to cause some cancers as well as birth defects. 

The use of water is not limited to drinking. When used to relieve 
such ailments as inflammation, bruising, joint pains with hot and 
cold applications , it stimulates blood circulation bringing rapid 
relief. Steam baths properly conducted 
stimulate our immune systems by increasing 
the white blood cell count, eliminating waste 
material through sweating and give great relief 
from the pain of arthritis. 

Frequent bathing is necessary for health in 
order to free our skin of accumulated 
impurities given offin sweat and also removes 
dead skin and the bacteria which live on the 
dead skin. Clothing washed often prevents 
reabsorption of waste material. Hot 
fomentations can be another use of water. In 
the case of pneumonia, alternating 
applications of hot and cold wet woollen 
blankets to the chest will bring great relief. 
Enemas can be used to reduce fever and other 
ills, but the long term use of enemas may cause 
a colon to become lazy.

The losses in human terms suffered by the families in the 
general population were on a massive scale, as percentage-wise, 
the losses involved were spread over a fewer number of families, 
Imagine the effect of a disaster like Dar- 
win’s Cyclone Tracy, but instead of 66 
Australians being killed, the death toll was 
617,000 and double that amount suffered 
incapacitating injuries. Because of the 
widespread nature of events leading up to 
the Battle of Gettysburg, a brief under- 
standing of the history of a few of these 
events would enhance the readers under- 
standing of the events.

BAREFOOT, HOPELESS & 
HELPLESS 

In the late 1850s, the flood of immigrants to 
the northern factories tended to keep wage 
levels down, while ignorance, illiteracy and 
inexperience tended to keep the workers from 
uniting to better their conditions. Conditions 
in the hovels where the families lived were 
often much worse than slave quarters. The 
Board of Health of Holyoke, Massachusetts 
recorded, 

“Many families were huddled in low, damp 
and filthy cellars and others in attics which 
were but little, if any, better, with scarcely a 
particle of what might be called air to sustain 
life. And it is only a wonder that life can dwell 
in such apartments." 

By 1857, the depression in the northern econ- 
omy was so bad that many working class people simply starved 
to death, The media never considered whether the dead workers 
were better off than the live slaves of the south. At the same time, 
the south’s cotton export markets held up. The south was pros- 
perous, 

The planters believed that the Constitution protected property 
of every sort, the rule of law had its very justification in its 
guarantee to minorities, its restraints on the masses. Of course, 
this position was totally untenable to large banking families. 


JOHN BROWN’S BODY 

In 1859, John Brown led a raid on Harpers Ferry, Virginia, 
where his band of Abolitionists seized the government arsenal 
with the idea of arming the slaves and leading them in insurrec- 
tion. He was captured by the soon to be famous, Colonel Robert 
E. Lee and Brown was hanged on the 2nd December 1859. The 
northern press hyped up the melodrama and staged prayer meet- 
ings throughout the northern states, they ignored the fact that he 
had killed six men and had the nasty habit of hacking off captured 
slave owner’s arms before he released them. On the day of the 
hanging, the media asked that all flags in the north be flown at 

half mast. Slavery was the drum they used to stir the pot! 
Three days after Brown’s execution, the 36th Congress as- 
sembled, and it was obvious that the events of the last fateful 15 
years was about to split the Union apart, Senator Grimes of lowa 
wrote, “The members on both sides are mostly armed with deadly 
weapons, and it is said that the friends of each are armed in the

galleries.” Hate and distrust poisoned the atmosphere, chal- 
lenges to duels rang through the air, fights on the floor of both 
Houses were frequent. 


CONFEDERATE STATES OF AMERICA 

With the presidential elections to be held in 1860, it became 
very clear thatno pro-slavery Democrat could win the presidency 
and that no ‘Free Soil Republican’ could conciliate the south. 
The Republican victory split the Union asunder. Lincoln gained 
only 39% of the popular vote, the lowest ever for a victorious 
candidate; but he carried every state in the more populous north 
and won a clear majority in the house. Within two months of the 
election, South Carolina adopted its ordinance of secession and 
by February 1861, was followed out of the Union by Georgia and 
the five Gulf states, Mississippi, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Louisiana and Texas, In that same 
month, delegates met at Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, establishing the Confederate States of 
America. They adopted a constitution, and 
named Jefferson Davis of Mississippi, provi- 
sional President, and Alexander Stephens of 
Georgia, provisional Vice-President. So, the 
Confederacy was born and in operation be- 
fore Lincoln’s inauguration of 1861. 
Soon after the confederacy inception, it 
seized control of Federal property within its 
borders. Two key forts, Fort Pickens in Flor- 
ida and Fort Sumter in South Carolina re- 
mained loyal to the north. These forts soon 
needed their periodic provisioning and re- 
placement of arms. On 12th April 1861, be- 
fore the provisions arrived, Major Anderson, 
OIC of Fort Sumter, refused the last Confederate order to evacu- 
ate, and General Beauregard opened fire on him. In two days, 
Sumter fell. Lincoln replied by saying, “Bring forth the militia 
of the several States of the Union, in order to suppress combina- 
tions too powerful to be suppressed by ordinary means” and he 
ordered Confederate ports blockaded. 
Soon after, Maryland, Delaware, Kentucky and Missouri were 
held to the Union side. Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee and 
Arkansas allied themselves to the rebel cause, thus did the war 
between the ‘Yankees’ and the ‘Johnny Rebs’ begin. The rebel 
capital was moved from Montgomery to Richmond, ee 
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“eneral Robert E Lee, the commander of the 

\ Confederate armies, won every battle before 
Gettysburg, but logistically, he could not replace his 
losses as the north could. He and his top generals knew 
that he had to bring the northern armies to a decisive 
battle and do it quickly, time was running out for the 
Confederacy. The northern industrial factories, 
transport, communications and manpower were his 
real enemies, not the inept generals of the northern 
army. 





The South had a population of 5 million, plus 3 million slaves, 
and their economy depended on the growing of cotton, tobacco, 
peanuts and sugar. They only had one major munitions factory, 
this was the Tredegar Iron Works located just outside of 
Richmond. However, the handicap didn’t faze them in their 
endeavours. Faced with the prospect of invasion, the South 
began to build its military and most of the Southern officers in 
the Union Army resigned and came home to fight for the 
Confederacy. Among them was Colonel Robert E, Lee of 
Virginia who whilst at West Point, graduated second in his class 
and during his four years there, did not get a single demerit. 
These officers by coincidence, were the cream of the US officer 
corps, and they gave the South an immediate leadership 
advantage. When the north recruited 300,000 negroes, the 
thought of using blacks to invade the south tipped the scales in 
the hearts of thousands of northern officers and men who, even 
though they were born in the north, sympathised with the south 
on this issue and deserted to the south. Likewise, but on a much 
smaller scale, southern born abolitionists deserted to fight for the 
north. 

In the early days of the war, the southern army enjoyed 
resounding success due mainly to the military art of Lee and his 
generals. The Confederates always defended known ground, 
executed daring flank attacks, surprise attacks from the rear, and 
at any observed weak point in the enemy’s field positions, 
heavily concentrated continuous fire. By April of 1863, General

‘The Battle of the Seven days’, Pope in August 1862 at the Ist 
and 2nd Battle of the Bull Run near the railway junction of 
Manassas, McLellan once more in December 1862 at Antietam 
(on Union soil) and Burnside at Fredericksburg. At the Battle of 
Chancellorsville in May 1863, one of Lee’s prominent and clever 
commanders, General Thomas Jackson, nicknamed ‘Stonewall’ 
after his heroic efforts at Bull Run, was accidentally shot in the 
confusion of a night action. Stonewall Jackson was Lee’s right 
hand man and his death proved to be a great loss to General Lee 
the Confederate cause. Lee knew that even with all these 
victories, they were consuming his troops and meagre resources, 
and that eventually his own victories would destroy them. 


General Lee had long discussions with his second-in-command, 
General Longstreet. 42 years old, he had emerged as Lee’s finest 
lieutenant. Lee said of him, ‘the staff of my right hand’ and ‘my 
old war horse’. Now with Stonewall Jackson gone, Lee needed 
Longstreet’s counsel. They conferred for four days and 
produced a plan for the second invasion of the north. The idea 
was to relieve the pressure of invasion off Richmond and 
replenish supplies and equipment from Union sources (many in 
the Confederate army were bare footed, and some had no 
uniform at all - remember the Union blockade of ALL 
Confederate ports) and to cause concern in Washington about its 
own defences, in the wake of 
the Union’s ignominious 
defeat of its Army of the 
Potomac at Chancellorsville. 
Lincoln was so disturbed by 
this defeat that Major General 
George Meade was given 
command of the Army of the 
Potomac. He replaced 
General ‘Fighting Joe’ 
Hooker whose military 
ambitions were destroyed at 
) Chancellorsville. | General 
Lee had great respect for 
Meade, he was slow but 
methodical. 

Lee crossed the Potomac 
River with Lieut General 
Ambrose Hill and Generals 
Richard S Ewell and 
Longstreet. Then followed 
an insignificant incident, 
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Heese a cava action at a ane called Brandy ‘Station, 
which was to have a detrimental effect on the outcome of 
Gettysburg. Jeb Stuart, Lee’s flamboyant commander of 
cavalry, was given a ‘kick in the tail’ by a small Union 
counterpart. This so upset Stuart, that he vowed to clear his 
honour and the good name of the Confederate cavalry. 





Stuart was given the order from Lee to screen the movement of 

his army and to harass the Union army as much as possible. 
Instead of doing so, he set off on a campaign of his own. After 
hearing no news, Lee assumed that the enemy had stayed put and 
the Confederates advanced through Maryland into 
Pennsylvania. However, General George Meade’s army was in 
Maryland and revitalised. Lee’s forces were spread out on a 
wide advancing arc, he knew the weapon he possessed, saying 
before the operation, “If properly led, my men will go anywhere 
and never fail at the work before them.” On 30th June 1863, the 
Confederate’s concentrated force was converging on a road 
junction near the little town of Gettysburg. It was one of 
Longstreet’s spies who carried the initial news to Lee that the 
Federal Union Army was in front of him. 
General Meade wanted to engage Lee at Pipe Creek, just south 
of Gettysburg and to cover the movement of his army to this 
location, he despatched First Corps to Gettysburg. Three cavalry 
units under the command of J. Burford were to provide 
protection for First Corps.

Reynolds, sent reinforcements and it was soon obvious 
that both armies were reacting with corps strength. 
Lee’s field commander, Lieutenant General Hill, 
deployed his troops for a full scale attack, while 
General Ewell’s corps attempted to get the upper hand 
by a flanking manoeuvre. During the encounter, 
General Reynolds was killed. 





The battle for eee was underway. Lee was ‘a 
blinded giant’ without his cavalry. Meade also had no 
knowledge of the opening encounter. 

As First Corps and Burford were under intense pressure, another 
Union Corps under Commander Howard arrived to support. All 
three Union forces were split wide open like a dropped 
watermelon. However, Ewell hesitated to commit his forces 
from the north in the flanking assault. ‘If’ he had taken the 
opportunity to capture Cemetery Ridge, then the army of 
Northern Virginia would have had an early victory, more than 
likely, Washington would have been invaded and the war ended. 
Notwithstanding, the Union position was becoming precarious. 
Logically, when General Lee inspected the scene just after noon, 
he ordered an overall advance. Disaster was imminent for the 
Union. However, the arrival of General Hancock with fresh 
troops assigned to him by Meade averted the disaster. Hancock 
was a capable leader and took the initiative by immediately 
seizing the high ground to the south of Gettysburg. Although 
Lee would have preferred to go to battle with his divisions united 
and with the choice of ground, this did not happen, he had won 
the day but the Union Army had possession of the strategic high 
ground. 

Longstreet joined Lee on Cemetery Ridge, west of Gettysburg 
at about 5.00pm. Lee was busy, so Longstreet examined the 
Union positions to the south and east through field glasses. When 
Lee had finished, Longstreet turned to him and remarked, “We 
could not call the enemy to position better suited to our plans. 
All we have to do is file around his left and secure good ground 
between him and his capital.” 



















The end of Pickett’s Charge - like the January Sales at Myers - some Repeal just won't wait their turn! 
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III Corps stretched from Little Round Top to 
the Peach Orchard and northward along 
Emmitsburg Road. The Union held the top 
of the ridge, behind hurriedly prepared 
defences and they only had a small area to 
defend, they could reinforce areas quickly. 
On the other hand, the south had a front five 
miles long, and ittook hours to get troops into 
position so that they could co-ordinate 
offensives. 


BONES CRASH LIKE GLASS 
Finally, after all the delays and realignments, 
the southern assault rolled on towards the 
enemy, the Union lines exploded with 
artillery fire and men fell with each step. 
One wrote, “I could hear bones crash like 
glass in a hail storm.” Longstreet’s veterans 
went crashing into the salient at the Peach 
Orchard, into the valley of death, sweeping 
through the now famous wheat field and 
scaling Little Round Top. The Union Army 
reinforced these areas and hammered them 
back, fighting with a tenacity that saved Meade’s army. 
Longstreet was at the front issuing orders, he later said of his 
men, “that it was best three hours fighting ever done by any 
troops on any battlefield.” It wasn’t enough though. The Union 
could reinforce areas under attack quicker than Lee could hope 
to exploit any perceived weakness. If Little Round Top had 
fallen into Rebel hands, not only would the Union supply lines 
be endangeted, but the entire rear of the army would be exposed. 
Major-General George Sykes’ Union V Corps were informed of 
the situation and V Corps, bolstered by the arrival of the Ist 
Minnesota Infantry Regiment, flung Longstreet’s men off the 
crest. 

Everywhere it was the same. Culp’s Hill and Cemetery Hill 
could not be taken by Ewell. The co-operation between the two 
offences had been virtually non-existent. Lee watched the 
terrible struggle and concluded that if his commanders could 
coordinate their assaults, the Yankees could not withstand the 
thrusts. That night, Lee ordered a renewal of the offensives for 
the daybreak of July the 3rd. 


LEE PUT HONOUR BEFORE BRAINS 

Before daylight, Lee rode to Longstreet’s position at the Peach 
Orchard, when he did not find the men forming up he was angry 
and sought an explanation from Longstreet. General Longstreet 
said in welcome, “I have had my scouts out all night, and I find 
that you still have an excellent opportunity to move around to 
the right of Meade’s army and manoeuvre him into attacking us”. 

Lee was clearly angry. He pointed towards Cemetery Ridge 
and said, “The enemy is there, and I am going to strike him.” 
As Longstreet saw the situation, Lee wanted too much and said 
that a direct assault on the Union positions was doomed, and that 
it would mean ‘the sacrifice of his men*. As Longstreet later 
recalled, “I felt then that it was my duty to express my 
convictions. I said, ‘General, I have been a soldier all my life. I 
have been with soldiers engaged in fights by couples, by squads, 
companies, regiments, divisions, and armies and should know as

well as anyone, what soldiers can do. Itis my 
opinion that no fifteen thousand men ever 
arranged in battle can take that position’.” 
This was the culmination of three days of 
disagreement between the two generals. 
Longstreet had seen Lee taking risks and 
willing to accept casualties. Now Lee was 
asking even more, a frontal assault with no 
chance of success, with enormous loss of life 
acertainty, The idea went against the basic 
beliefs and characteristics of Longstreet’s 
generalship. 

“Never was I so depressed” Longstreet said 
| afterwards. But Lee’s orders stood. 
Longstreet had the responsibility for the 
assault which was to consist of 
Major-General George E Pickett’s three 
brigades, and six brigades from General 
Hill’s corps. 

138 Confederate cannons began the 
heaviest bombardment of the war. 
Longstreet left it to the artillery commander, 
Alexander, to give the signal to Pickett, At 
2.30pm the Confederate ammunition was running out. “Come 
quick,” Alexander said to Pickett, “or my ammunition will not 
support you.” Pickett asked of Longstreet, “Shall I advance?” 
By an intense effort, Longstreet bowed his head in assent. Pickett 
saluted and leapt to his horse. 


THE NEXT MINUTE WAS THEIR LAST 

How did the men on both sides feel? How did they contro] that 
awful feeling in the pit of their stomachs?Was this the final 
battle? Would this be their final charge? Maybe this will be the 
last day of the war. Why did they do it? The men on both sides 
had the same dreams, the same myths, the same names, they 
came from the same stock, they sang the same songs, old friends, 
brothers, neighbours, some went to school together, now facing 
one another in battle.

minutes, any one of 50,000 rifles will be pointed at your vital 
parts, that if you were lucky, your best friends would be 
screaming out their death agonies on either side of you. 
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DEATH VALLEY 
In splendid array, their battle flags flying. line after line. the 
forlorn regiments marched on. The 
Union artillery had waited for this 
pause, they waited until their 
countrymen from South Carolina, 
Virginia and Tennessee were within 
1,000 yards, then they opened with a 
deafening roar and cut lanes in theP 
steadfastly advancing infantry, blasting 
the southern infantry in a gale of death. 
On they went, without flinching or} 
disorder, then the deadly sound like 
tearing paper, rose from under and then 
in a crescendo above the noise of the 
cannonade that was the noise of the rifle 
fire from fifty thousand muskets. 
Pickett’s division still drove forward, 
and at a trench, stone wall or rail fence, closed with far larger 
numbers of men who were American, who except for the colour 
of their uniform, looked just like themselves, their enemy. who 
‘were at least as ready to die for their cause as they were. All three 
brigadiers in Pickett’s division fell 
killed or mortally wounded, General 
LA Armistead with a few hundred 
men, actually entered the Union 
headquarters, and the spot where he 








cannon is still marked to-day. 


NO RESERVES LEFT 


Where were the reserves to carry through this superb sacrifice? 
Where were the simultaneous attacks to grip and rock the entire 
front? They were all gone, there was no one else left, this was 
the final card. The victorious stormers were then killed or 
captured, the rest walked back across the heaps of corpses which 
were still encumbered with heavy rifle and cannon fire. Lee on 
his horse, rode amongst the few survivors, “All this has been my 
fault, it is | who has lost this fight.” Of the 15,000 men involved, 
9,900 lay dead or wounded in no-man’s land. A Union senior 
NCO gave these accounts, “To our front, left and right, thousands 
of ‘Rebs’ were piled up and in some places opposite the guns, 
three deep. The flies were hollerin’ each other and already from 
the heat of the late afternoon, the sickly smell of blood and death 
filled the air... Yo Joe, to your right, one of them sons of bitches 
is tryin’ to squirrel his way out. Don’t go out there, that Devil 
Lee has his ‘jack rabbit’ shooters ready to pick ya off. Iseen him 
do it at Fredericksburg. God dammit, shoot him Joe... The dead 
Rebs were so numerous that their bodies covered the field. An 
inspection of the area revealed that the foliage from the trees had 
been stripped by rifle and artillery fire, and several trees left 
standing had more than 200 bullets embedded in them.” 

The exhausted men staggered back, many carrying or supporting 
wounded friends. Longstreet, in his memoirs, said, “As I rode 
back to the line of batteries, expecting an immediate 
counter-stroke, the shot and shell ploughed the ground around 
my horse, and an involuntary appeal went up that one of them 
would remove me from the scenes of such awful responsibility.”

Under section 44, bankrupts can not sit in Parliament so even 
if there was a cataclysm and all the other senate candidates 
retired in deference to me, I, advocating adherence to The 
Constitution, could not be so hypocritical. We did have other 
Constitutionalists who could stand for the Senate anyhow, We 
had three candidates willing to stand. Getting the money by the 


following Friday, $500 each, was tough. We had other 
candidates who had expressed interest in standing for us but they 
did not have the nomination money, and as we only had $10 in 
the donation box at the time after sending all the application 
forms out, there was nothing we could do, As it was, one of the 
senate team had the $500 nomination fee donated by a Terry 
Clark. He is not vastly rich so don’t send him any begging 
letters, it was his rates money that he donated. We had some 
potential candidates whom we thought would have stood for The 
Constitutionalists, but they decided to stand for parties, as they 
had a campaign budget which they promised to share out and 
we didn’t. Some other potential candidates for The 
Constitutionalists would have stood but they took personal 
cheques to the Returning Office and they would only accept bank 
cheques or illegal tender notes. 


We knew the Bats would black us out so that for all intents 
and purposes in the media, we would not exist, but we still 
thought it was worth a good try. When we nominated the group 
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in Brisbane on the due date in the office of the Electoral Officer 
for Queensland, I asked the Electoral Officer, Mr. Robert 
Longland (he is the officer who receives the writs from the 
Governor announcing the election, in this case that political 
appointment known as ‘Rubber Stamp’ Eileen Forde for 
Queensland) if the group could have its name ‘The 
Constitutionalists’ above their names in the same manner as does 
the other groups and parties. Mr Longland refused. He said 
quite correctly that we were nota registered political party. I said 
that we would never want to be a registered political party and 
that political parties were illegal in view of section 45 of the 
Australian Constitution and as Constitutionalists, we could not 
condone that.

He tried to say that rere was a prohibition in the Act for groups 
who were not registered political parties. I informed him that I 
had a copy of the Electoral Act and knew that it did not have any 
such prohibition, and asked him that if he knew of any 
prohibition, could he tell me what section it was in. | also told 
him that I knew that he had the discretion under the Act to allow 
ourname on the ballot paper. He refused. I asked him ifhe could 
see that we had the same common lawrightas all the other groups 
and parties on the ballot paper, and that to be fair, either no names 
of groups should go on the ballot paper or all of them should. He 
would not answer. 


After the nomination, we went to see the selection of positions 
for the senate ballot paper. This was a mystery to us as we had 
not researched this section of the Act prior to the event. We went 
to another floor in the Electoral Building which was carpeted but 
empty save for a row of approximately 40 chairs. The room 
started to fill up with creatures with brief cases and $1,500 suits 
- these were the representatives from the established parties. 
Concrete Face Kernot came in looking sheepish, and Sugar Ray 
Robinson, leader of the government-run taxpayer-subsidised 
Aboriginal Party. 

Then in marched the Electoral Commissioner, Mr Robert 
Longland with his second-in-command, Ross, and a few female 
assistants, They had with them a list written ona piece of paper, 
a little bingo-type see-through drum and a box containing little 
balls. They set this drum and ball box up on a series of tables 
about ten feet away from the chairs. Behind them was a board.

What mysteries! The media were there with note pads in hand 
and all and sundry sat on the chairs. 

Then Mr Longland told everyone that one of his lady assistants 
was going to pull the balls out of the drum and she was 
blindfolded so she could not tell which they were. She would 
hand the ball to Mr Second-in-command and he would read out 
the number of the ball and Mr Longland would write the name 
on the board. Mr Longland carefully explained that first of all 
thy would have a ballot for which order the groups and parties 
went up on the board, and then they would have the final ballot 
to select which order these names on the board would appear on 
the ballot paper. The second-in-command turned the handle and 
it was like something at a side show, the balls in the drum spun 
around. Then the second-in-command stopped the drum the 
blind-folded girl reached inside and selected a ball, pulled it out 
and handed it to the second-in-command. He looked at the ball, 
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which was about 3/8ths of an inch in diameter and said, “No 1". 
Mr Longland wrote this on the board next to the ALP. The 
process was repeated and the lady assistant picked out another 
ball and handed it to the second-in-command - number 24, the 
Marijuana Party, and so on. Every few minutes Mr Longland 
would invite the observers to come up to the table and rotate the 
drum. The press took photographs of the spinning drum. This 
all looks very fair I thought.

Then we came to the second round and the same procedure 
was repeated except when the second-in-command read out a 
number on the ball. This was the number that dictated which 
way the groups who had that number would appear on the ballot 
paper from left to right. The second-in-command read out a 
number and it didn’t mean anything at first, but as the numbers 
were read out and Mr Longland wrote them down, it appeared 
on the boards that the ALP and its stooge parties were on the left, 
and the Liberal and National parties were on the right, we the 
unidentified Constitutionalists were in the middle.

Wow | thought, that looks suspicious, I wouldn’t believe this 
if I wasn’t watching it. Hold on a minute though, my brain told 
me something was wrong! The drum was still spinning, the girl 
was putting her hand in and drawing out a ball and handing it to 
the second-in-command, he held it between his fingers up to the 
light and read the number out... after which he put the ball back 









in the box with all the other balls. That’s it, no one else saw the 
number on the balls! The balls were only small, the number was 
alot smaller. No-one but he saw the number on the balls. After 
he had put them into the box, no-one could challenge him 
regarding the order they had come out because there were lots 
of numbered balls in the box already. No-one in the seats could 
see the numbers on the balls, 2IC had enough trouble reading 
the numbers on the ball and he was holding it thirty inches from 
his face! The media and everyone else was looking at the stage 
show, the blind-folded female assistant and the spinning drum. 
Whichever number the 2IC wanted to say was on the ball, there 
was no one with an opportunity to argue with him. He could 
elect to say any number he liked and they would be on the left 
hand preferred position on the ballot sheet. When it was over and 
the more socialistic party chiefs were grinning from ear to ear, 
Mr Longland said, “Would someone from the audience like to 
come up and sign as a witness to say that this has all been run 
correctly and above board.” I was up on my feet, 24 stone trying 
to move like a greyhound. I would write on the document that it 
was a fraud. Too late, someone from the left hand front row had 
already done it. Within seconds, Mr Longland and his 
second-in-command were in the elevator with all the equipment 
and it was all over. 


DON QUIXOTE TRIES AGAIN! 


Meanwhile, our candidate for the House of Representatives, 
Alan Skyring, had nominated and paid the required $250 of legal 
tender required by the Electoral Act in silver and gold coins. 
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This had cost him $1,700 in Australian funny money notes from 
the bullion dealer to acquire the correct legal tender. Alan has 
asked the returning officer for the Electoral Commission, to 
disqualify all the other candidates as they have not paid in legal 
tender per the Electoral Act, which requires that legal tender be 
paid per the Currency Act 1965. This Act pronounces all of the 
note issue as illegal tender and anybody who offers it is in breach 
and should be fined $100. To all that really know, Alan Skyring 
is the only duly elected candidate for the entire March 2nd 
election, and as such, HE is the legal government. He is unable 
to file his claim to the High Court 
until all the writs have been 
returned, but as he has been through 
this exercise before in a previous 
federal election and at that time, 
they just used precedent law to 
corrupt the rule of law of the 
Statutes and the Constitution, we 
can expect no improvement this 
time. 


MY ATTEMPTS TO GET 
FAIR 
REPRESENTATION 


On the following Wednesday I tried 
to file a Writ of Summons on Mr 
Longland, the Returning Officer, 
and an injunction to stop the March 
2nd election until the Returning 
Officer allowed our name on the 
ballot paper. The paperwork went 
backwards and forwards at the Supreme Court Registry, it was 
as though I was trying to give them a black snake. Eventually, 
after | had given them an address for service within 10 kilometres 
of Brisbane, and after waiting for three hours, they accepted the 
filing of the document. I went outside and did three television 
interviews stating that I had filed an injunction to stop the 
election until the name of The Constitutionalists was put on the 
ballot paper. Two of the channels didn’t bother putting it to air, 
and one put it on for two minutes at six o’clock and it did get a 
paragraph on page 8 of the Courier Mail, though even then they 
got the information wrong. The media were much more 
interested in a lady swimmer’s urine test at the time, the opening 
ofa new McDonalds restaurant and other earth shattering news. 

Back at the ranch, a few more donations have come in. We 
bought toner for the photocopier and the copier started to spit out 
thousands of ‘how to vote’ forms and other election material. 
We sent some down to Brisbane, some to Mackay, some to 
Townsville and some up to the Atherton Tablelands, then we ran 
out of toner again. We got another $200 donated by another 
supporter, we bought more toner then the photocopier was going 
at it night and day, then we ran out of paper. There was nothing 
in the money box. Next day, a supporter called round and when 
he was leaving he said, “Oh, do you need a donation?” and 
whipped out a fifty dollar bill. Wow, we were into it again and 
the photocopier was nearly melting, it only rested when we ran 
out of money to keep it going. It carried on like that for the next 
three weeks, thousands of Lock Stock and Barrels were givena 
way in the streets. 55,000 Advance Australia Free pamphlets

were given away, and many thousands of ‘how to vote’ forms 
were distributed by letter box or even inserted into magazines 
that were on sale in newsagents and put under car windscreens. 
One of our candidates was asked even to leave a shopping centre 
because he handed out literature and we handed several thousand 
out at the Toowoomba Gun Show. 


YOU’RE RIGHT OF COURSE... 


On 20th February, | went to the Supreme Court to plead the case 

for the injunction. Justice 
Williams was in chambers, I 
explained my case to him that there 
was no prohibition in the Electoral 
Act, and that Mr Longland was not 
being very fair about the whole 
affair. After three hours of debate 
between myself and Justice 
Williams, he had accepted that 
there was no prohibition to groups 
having their name on the ballot 
paper and every one of his 
hundreds of queries had been 
answered. The back row people 
sitting in the gallery were amazed 
that the judge was still continuing 
with it, His Honour had many 
adjournments to read his law 
books in private, every time he 
adjourned and the Sergeant at 
Amms said “God save the Queen” , 

the gallery repeated it back twenty 
times as loud, “God save the Queen”. The barrister for the other 
side spoke for maybe five minutes, very uncommittedly as he 
had nothing really to reply to, the judge was fighting the case for 
them and so he had nothing to do. He couldn’t refer His Honour 
to any part of the Act as it had been established that it was just 
not there. 











..BUT YOU’RE NOT GETTING IT! 

l explained to His Honour that there was a common-law right 
for every group or identity to have equal status on a ballot paper. 
Even in unions or schools or any secret or non secret ballot with 
any idea of fair play, it was the right of a person or a group to 
have the same rights of print and space as any other on the ballot 
paper. His Honour adjourned again, “God save the Queen” says 
the Sergeant of Arms, “God save the Queen’ come back the reply 
- it sounded like one of those English soccer crowds at the cup 
final. Twenty minutes later, His Honour came back and found 
in favour of the Electoral Commissioner. 

The gallery were horrified and expressed their disgust in no 
uncertain terms.

The Australians kindly recommended that their supporters put 
their senate vote in the “H” box on their how to vote forms. T 
spent election day handing out ‘how to vote’ cards for The 
Constitutionalists and as we had run out of toner again, when I 
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had run out of the two hundred or so, I went and handed out how 
to vote cards for The Australians. 

I watched the dutiful Labor and Liberal voters stand in line 
queuing like lemmings to get their “how to vote’ card. The Labor 
Party secretary for our area came and paid the men who were 
handing out the ‘how to vote’ cards. There is our group with not 
enough money to get ‘how to vote’ cards printed, and there are 
the others paying their people to hand out stuff, it is amazing 
what you can do with a bank supporting you. I don’t think that 
you can talk anyone into voting Liberal or Labor, I think they 
clone them, they must be born to it, born to drones.

After you have been robbed and beaten, if you survive, you 
can call the police and make a complaint. Lots of policemen do 
their best for people after the event, but it does not alter the fact 
that they cannot defend the people. They don’t mind spending 
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$8 million and thousands of police man-hours protecting John 
Howard, but you and I are not worth a Sao biscuit. If we accept 
that there has been a social contract in the past, where the 
individuals of Australia have agreed to delegate life and limb to 
the police, then the police have a corresponding duty to live up 
to their end of the contract and deliver that protection to the 
individual. 

John Locke was the sixteenth century philosopher whose book 
“The Second Treatise of Civil Government” influenced first the 
Bill of Rights of 1689 and the American Bill of Rights nearly a 
hundred years later.

He, Inspector John McCoomb, 
without your knowledge, has put himself in a state of war with 
you and me. If we do not take drastic measures for our self 
defence against the state that has put this man at war with us, then 
we might just as well obey and surrender up your life as well. 
‘This is the time to try mens’ souls. To understand, read the story 
below just to understand what is possible from the inspector. 
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GUNS AT A GUN SHOW? WOW! 


Visitors from every mainland state to the gun show held last 
weekend at the RNA were amazed, they were selling 
semi-automatic rifles! Yes, they had them on view for sale to 
anyone who had a Shooter’s Licence. We Queenslanders take it 
for granted that we can buy or sell a pig rifle, with only a few 
hassles, up until now. 

One of the main reasons that we in Queensland have that right, 
is because Bob Doring, a firearm dealer, and a few others like 
him, have kept hammering away at the politicians, the political 
parties, the police, the Bank Employees Union, and anyone else 
who has dared to offer false information through the media 
outlets. Bob has been on the phone within seconds to defend our 
rights as a shooter, collector or gun dealer. 
He has had thousands of interviews on 
talk-back radio, hundreds of television 
interviews and has written thousands 
Letters to the Editor in the majority of 
newspapers. Defending himself? No, 
defending you and me. He has spent 
thousands of dollars on telephone calls, 
countless hours researching articles, he 
communicates with the USA to get the 
latest information, information that we 
can use to strike down the false 
inaccuracies of Professor Paul Wilson or 
Anti-Gun Incorporated. 

Why does he do it? Well, it is 
definitely not for the money, he is on no 
association payroll, everything he has 
done has been voluntary. Bob cops a lot of 
criticism at times from people who should know better, people 
who should be supporting him, people who own their gun 
because of Bob’s vigilance. Okay, so Bob does speak as fast as 
a machine gun, forty thousand words a minute, and he can talk 
with a mouth full of marbles under wet cement. An eloquent 
intellectual he is not, but he is out there every time, battling for 
you and me, trying his best. No-one else is going to do it as 
consistently as Bob. He has the facts and the answers, the attitude 
of the television media is that if you can’t say everything in the 
space of an advert, then it is not worth saying. Bob has the speed 
that they require. 


THEY’RE PICKING ON HIM 


Due to the new tyranny that has infected the Weapons 
Licensing Section, you may all have noticed that gun shows were. 
gunless lastyear. Bob has spoken out on many occasions against 
this and many other infringements of our civil rights. 
Unfortunately for him, he has upset the Goss political appointee 
Inspector McCoomb. His premises have been approved for the 
sale of longarms six times within the last eight years, most 
recently in 1995. 

The Inspector has been gunning for Bob for some time. In the 
latter months of 1995, he sent a young policeman to visit Buv 
with a Revocation Notice in his hand, saying that if Bob hal any 
ultra-sonic (sound whistles) or anti-personnel sprays on his 
premises, he was to confiscate all of Bob’s guns, As they were 
illegal items, Bob didn’t have any and told the policeman that the 
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only people who were advocating their use were the police, who 
had made a self-defence video showing a policelady being 
attacked and she was defending herself with these so-called 
illegal weapons. The video had been given by the police to the 
‘Women Agaist Rape group. The 
embarrassed policeman went 
away, leaving Bob witha copy of 
the paperwork. Bob requested 
‘Freedom of Information’ on this 
complaint and found that it was 
Inspector McCoomb’s mistake. 
Inspector McCoomb had to give 
a written apology. 

Later, the Inspector sent round 
a Senior Constable with a 
message to weld weld-mesh 
under his steel roof, and to adjust 
the diallers from his three 
separate burglar alarms to dial 
the three police stations in his 
locality, Bob immediately 
agreed to comply with these 
requests, in fact he had his 
diallers hooked in to the local 
police stations within 24 hours.

343 rifles. Bob pointed out that he could retain all the rifles on 
his Shooter’s Licence but the Inspector refused. Bob asked that 
pertaining to the Revocation Notice, he could give up possession 
of the guns to another dealer, again the Inspector refused. The 
Inspector then confiscated Bob’s acquisition slips and the 
register. Bob rightly said that under the revocation section of the 
Act, the Inspector could take copies of his register, but not the 
register. The Inspector said that if he thought a crime had been 
committed, he could take the register or anything else for that 
matter. Bob asked him what crime had been committed and the 
Inspector would not answer and took all of Bob’s acquisition 
slips, Now Bob cannot prove what he owned or what he had in 
that register as the Police Inspector has taken it. They even took 
his old register from six years ago, they are so desperate te geta 
conviction on Bob.

Another of those men who could 
also be called prophetic was Flavius 
Vegetius Renatus. He wrote a book 
called ‘The Military Institutions of the 
Romans’. He was a down-to-earth 
soldier, not a prophet. He was just a 
soldier who was trying to pass on the 
art of war that he had learned from the 
ancient Romans, the ones who had 
built the empire six hundred years 
earlier, to the ones that were about to 
lose it because thc; woudn’t listen. 
Most of us have i.curd of his most 
famous maxim pax parellabun - “He, 
therefore, who aspires to peace should 
prepare for war.” Another of his 
favourites was “In the midst of peace, 
war is looked upon as an object too 
distant to merit consideration”. 








Our situation is much worse than what 
Vegetius had to cope with, so we can 
associate more easily with his obvious 
maxims concerning our unpreparedness, but 
he has much more to offer to the person who 
is considering the military options, the person. 
who wants to win that is! The following are 
some excerpts of what Vegetius was trying to 
impart sixteen hundred years ago, to people 
who would not listen, and who died early 
because of their lack of interest:

Vegetius was desperate to learn 
from the past in order to save the 
Roman Empire, as well as he and his 
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lack of skills and lack of discipline. What a hard way to learn! 





“We find that the Romans owed the conquest of the world to no 
other cause than continual military training, exact observances 
of discipline in their camps and unwearied cultivation of the 
other arts of war. Without these, what chance would the 
inconsiderable numbers of the Roman armies have against the 
multitudes of the Gauls? Or with what success would their small 
size have been opposed to the prodigious stature of the 
Germans? The Spaniards surpassed us not only in numbers but 
in physical strength. We were always inferior to the Africans 
(not negroes, but the Carthigians -1st, 2nd and 3rd Punic Wars 
- they lived where Tripoli is today) in wealth and unequal to them 
in deception and stratagem. The Greeks, indisputably, were far 
superior to us in skills, in arts and all kind of knowledge... they 
thoroughly understood the importance of hardening 
them (soldiers) by continual practice and of training F 
them to every manoeuvre that might happen in the line 
and in action. Nor were they less strict in punishing 
idleness and sloth. The courage of a soldier is ™ 
heightened by his knowledge of his profession, and 
he only wants an opportunity to execute what he is 
convinced he has been perfectly taught. A handful oft 
men, inured to war, proceed to certain victory, while 
on the contrary, numerous armies of raw and 
undisciplined troops are but multitudes of men®™® 
dragged to slaughter. 

It is no easy matter to train the horse or foot archer, § 
or to teach him not to quit his post, to keep ranks, to 
take a proper aim and throw his missiles with force, to 
dig trenches, to plant palisades, how to manage his f 
shield, glance off the blows of the enemy, and how to 
parry a stroke with dexterity. a soldier, thus perfect in 
his business, so far from showing any backwardness to \} 
engage, will be eager for an opportunity of signalling 
himself." 


DISCIPLINE 
Life is very complicated for the modern] 
soldier/sniper, he has to learn all of Vegetius’ arts, and | 
lots more besides, Later in this article we will be 
discussing force in some detail, the force that propels 
the bullet out of the barrel, but the old skills are just as 
important, if not more so: not to quit, to keep trying, 
one of the mottos of the British Army’s SAS is, “We 
are the pilgrims, master, who always go a little further”. 


And it works, As someone once said “It’s not that the French 
soldiers were less brave than the British soldiers, but that the 
British soldier was brave a little longer”. Keeping ranks is just 
as important, if you decide to do your sniping ten miles behind 
your own line, it is not going to help your team is it? Proper 
aim speaks for itself. Yes, your missiles have to go with force, 
lots of it. Shield yourself with bullet-proof cover or camouflage 
so that you cannot be seen.

Glancing blows come into your realm of concern as the 
bayonet is not obsolete and will be in use for a long time to come, 
a weapon to be respected. The Scots Guards used the bayonet 
to good effect in the Falklands War. If you run into a confined 
area such as a room or a trench which has much surprised 
opposition, the rifle butt and bayonet can be used simultaneously 
to incapacitate the opponents. Only a pistol may be comparable 
for speed, but we have to consider if it is loaded and the safety 
catch off.

As previously discussed, there are many factors that determine 
the pressure, such as the type and amount of the powder charge, 
the density of the powder or if it is compressed in the case or not, 
the weight, material, size and length of the bullet, the diameter 
of the bore and twist of rifling, the type of bullet seat and leade. 
The influence of some of these factors has previously been 
discussed, the others will de discussed as we proceed. The brass 
case is ordinarily the weakest link in withstanding pressure and 
that the design and annealing of that case must be given great 
consideration and we will discuss this further in a future edition.

CONFIDENCE LEADS TO COURAGE 


It is not how much money you have to spend, it’s how 
thoroughly the sniper or soldier knows his art, his skill. Vegetius 
points out in his opening paragraphs that skill produces 
confidence, which leads to professionalism and courage. He 
also stresses the importance of gaining the information from 
books and the ‘old historians’. He also points out that in war, 
errors are fatal. One mistake and itis all over, there is no remedy 
for failure, only death on the battlefield. 


MAY THE FORCE BE WITH YOU

EXCESSIVE PRESSURE CAN KILL 
Excessive pressure is a dangerous condition, not just for who 
you are aiming at, but to yourself and anyone in close proximity 
to you.

MORE MAY NOT MEAN 
BETTER! 


T attended a clay target club many 
years ago and a young fellow with 
his brand new Beretta under and 
over was having a problem with 
recoil and the rest of the squad was 
haying an equal problem with the 
noise and blast. I was shooting in 
the lane next to him and | admit that 
every time he fired, I pinched myself 
to check that I was still really in this 
world. The noise was similar to a 
field artillery piece going off, there 
was a perceived secondary sound 
that was like a twenty ton train whizzing past at 900 miles per 
hour and trying to suck you off the platform and take you with 
it, Sometimes he hit the clays, they just disappeared in smoke. 
His father was shouting encouraging words from the back line, 
“Good on yer’ son, I told yer’ to fill those cases up to the top”. 
This gave me some idea as to what the problem was. When he 
fired, his legs were forced to make little backward walking steps, 
to prevent him from falling over backwards. The gun had a 
recoil-operated trigger system which sets the sear up to fire the 
second barrel, but his gun fired both barrels almost 
simultaneously, When it was my turn to stand next to him, 1, 
being a natural coward, stood well away from him. I was told to 
get into line, I felt like I was in a Napoleonic battle waiting to be 
blown away by the next cannon ball. We all survived the ordeal, 
and when we had finished, the young man told his father that 
something was wrong. “No, no, when we used to load them 
before the war we always filled them to the top with powder and 
them squashed the shot in on top.” When I overheard this, it 
made the hair on the back of my neck stand up. I realised the old 
boy must have been using black powder, not grains of powder, 
but drams. 


A LITTLE KNOWLEDGE IS DANGEROUS 


The next day, the young man came into the shop and told me 
that he had purchased his Beretta under and over shotgun plus 
the reloader in the next town. Even though I was disappointed. 
in not getting the sale, deep down I was ‘glad’. I went through 
the story with him. He had purchased primers, powder and shot, 
but no wads, and no bush for the powder. When he experimented 
and found that the cases had nothing to crimp on without a 
modern wad to take up the space, his ever helpful father came to 
his assistance and told him to fill the cases up with powder, and 
to cram as much shot in as would give the crimpers something 
to hold it up with. The young fellow still had a crimping problem

so father came to his assistance once more and showed him how 
to seal them with hot wax. This probably put the pressure up 
another 10,000 pounds per square inch, what the overall pressure 
was with the overload of powder and the overload of shot is 
anyone’s guess, but the nice new Beretta had two neat pressure 
rings an inch from the muzzle in both barrels. They hadn’t split 
but they had been very close to it. 

Texplained to him what he had 
been doing wrong, the gun dealer 
should have educated him on 
how to reload and should have 
made sure that he did have a 
powder bush of some sorts in the 
press. But he received his just 
desserts as the young customer, 
even though he knew how and 
why his rings appeared in his 
barrel, took it back to where he 
bought it and tried to say that it 
was a manufacturing fault and 
could he have a replacement. 
Poetic justice, I suppose! 


I CAN STAND THE 
PRESSURE 


For example, let’s say the 
normal pressure for a rifle is $0,000 pounds per square inch, and 
a certain brave new reloader thinks that as his rifle is purported 
to be the strongest pussy cat on the block, he can safely load his 
cartridge to a mean pressure of 55,000 pounds per square inch. 
In the testing laboratories of the powder manufacturers and the 
rifle makers, the temperature would be an average of 70 degrees 
F. Perhaps our brave new loader can safely keep loading to 
55,000 pounds if all things remain normal but one day he may 
make a mistake by half a grain in weighing out his powder. In 
some cartridges, with some powders, half a grain can send the 
pressure up by another 8,000 pounds per square inch, making 
63,000 pounds total. The case may hold the pressure, more than 
he deserves. it probably will, but the primer may have leaked and 
his eyes will be stinging! New brave reloaders are tough and 
never wear shooting glasses! The case may be stuck in the 
chamber, the bolt handle won’t rise, or the extractor has slipped 
over the rim and the case has to be driven out with a cleaning 
rod. 


TOO HOT TO HANDLE 


Let’s introduce another variable though and instead of 70F in 
a laboratory, it is a hot day out at the range. His cartridges in the 
loading block are in the sun on the benchrest and have been there 
for some hours. It is 100 degrees plus in the shade, his rifle has 
been sitting in the rack exposed to the sun for the last few hours 
and when he fires the overload with the half-a-grain mistake, this 
combination, which individually would not cause a problem, 
tums into a nightmare of only short duration. The pressure of 
this combination will be up to 78,000 pounds per square inch, 
the head of the brass case will give way, the receiver of the rifle 
will be demolished, and the new reloader will be injured, maybe 
seriously, perhaps even a trip to the eye doctor or funeral parlour. 
Although all manufacturers of rifles and components, except in 
some isolated cases, surprise us with their strength and 
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His blue donkey jacket which was tied up in the middle with a 
bit of bailing twine had a small hammer tucked in it. I asked him 
what he used it for and he said, “Oh, the bolt on my rifle sticks 
down these days, and | just tap it up so that I can open it.” He 
proudly showed me his Parker Hale 1200 Deluxe, it had & 
beautiful walnut gloss stock complete with lots of scratches. I 
asked him what powder he was using in his reloads and his 
answer took me by surprise, “Oh I just send my wife into town, 
she picks it up at the barber shop, any type, I’m not fussy.” I 
asked if he usually got the same type every time and he said, “Oh 
Tnever look what’s written on the tin.” When asked how much 
he puts in he replied, “I just fill them up and level them off, then 
squeeze in the bullet.” I suggested that he may have an excess 
pressure problem and pointed out the pressure signs that were on 
his empty cases and made arrangements to visit his camp and 
give him some reloading lessons.

EBOLA 


Ebola is another mystery virus which 
has broken out in Africa, New Zealand and 
Great Britain. [t seems to be spread 
through monkeys and it manifests itself’ 
when the victim’s internal organs begin to 
‘melt’. Bloody liquids ooze from all of the 
victim's orifices, and death is swift. It is 
highly infectious and last year in Zaire, the 
hospital staff were the main victims, 
infected before the disease was identified. 
Currently in the news, we hear of infected 
monkeys being imported into the United 
States, so far no human victims, but we 
will not know the full story for some years 
yet, if ever. 







FLU KILLS MORE THAN 
WORLD WARI 


The First World War caused a 
estimated casualty list of 60 million people 
ofall causes. Before the war ended in November 1918, the world 
influenza epidemic, or Spanish Flu had begun and it did not abate 
until 1920. It started in China and India killing millions in its 
first onslaught, it then moved westward into Europe, 
Scandinavia, Africa then to the USA and on to New Zealand and 
Australia, There is no official death toll but health authorities at 
the time thought that it would be greater than the number who 
died in the war. The US Federal Bureau of Health stated that 
more US servicemen died of influenza than of wounds suffered 
in battle. Australia tried to set up quarantine stations for all 
incoming ships’ passengers and fumigated the ships. On the 
same day in London, 26th October 1918, 2,225 deaths were 
reported from Spanish Influenza. 


MANUFACTURED PLAGUES 


The communication of plague by the bite of the rat flea was 
only fully realised at the beginning of this century, during the 
succession of epidemics that between 1897 and 1907 carried off 
some four million people in India. 

The Rothschild family in the UK have been studying insects 
and their abilities to spread diseases for the last hundred years. 
Sir Nathan Rothschild paid one thousand pounds for fleas prior

to 1920, and pioneered myxomatosis in rabbits. John D 
Rockefeller Hf paid for the establishment of the Office of 
Population Control in 1948, which was tumed into a foundation 
in 1952 with Donald McLean, the Russian spy, at its head. This 
office is now under the control of the National Academy of 
Sciences, it researches population control, not birth control. At 
Fort Detrick in the USA, the work on virus research is done with 
massive contributions from the Rockefeller Foundation, Dr 
Theodore Strecker states that the National Cancer Institute, in 
collaboration with the World Health Organisation, made the first 
AIDS virus in their laboratories at Fort Detrick. They combined 
the deadly retro virus, bovine leukemia 
virus and sheep visna virus and injected 
jthem into human tissue cultures. The 
J result was AIDS. 


From 1776 until 1989 the United 
States has had 1,177,936 men killed in 
action in all their engagements of war. 
Until 1989, 3,000,000 had died of AIDS. 
There is no evidence of this death rate 
decreasing. 


WILL THE NEXT PLAGUE 
KILL US ALL? 


A full-on plague of even medieval 
proportions is beyond our present day 
comprehension. The Black Death 
Plague of the 13th century everyone in 
some areas, towns that were thriving one 
day were ghost towns a few weeks later 
with no survivors, no-one to bury the 
} bodies. The population of England was 
halved. Can you imagine now that ifyou 
were lucky enough to survive, that half 
of the total people you know would be 
dead - where there were four children, 
now only two left, one left out of each married couple, only half 
the people you work with would be there, the rest dead, “No loss’ 
some of you may say, but infectious diseases carry off the best 
of people as well as the worst. Who is to say that the next plague 
will take only 50%, it could be 80% or 95%, The scenario might 
be that only the small elitist group has the antidote before they 
release the latest virus, maybe the previous list of new diseases 
are only experimental. Perhaps they are scared of it mutating 
and are checking the results. 











BLACK DEATH 


To understand how a plague affects a society let us look ata 
brief outline of how the Black Death affected Britain. The Black 
Death is believed to have been Bubonic Plague. spread by the 
flea of the rat. The first record of it was when the Tartars, laying 
siege to a town in the Crimea, catapulted some infected corpses 
into the town. Genoese ships trading at Crimean ports had their 
crews dying before they reached Constantinople on their return. 
It struck so suddenly no-one had time to get away from it, the 
heir to the Byzantine Empire was one of the first struck down 
with it. The symptoms were a gangrenous inflammation of the 
lungs, vomiting and spitting blood, vilely infected breath, and on 
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the second day hard black buboes (boils) in the armpits and groin. 
Few who caught the disease ever survived the third day. In 
January 1348, the plague was raging in all the southern ports of 
Europe, ships were found drifting with all the crew members 
dead. Despite frantic attempts to isolate themselves, every city 
in Europe went down before the pestilence, the cautious shutting 
themselves in their houses until the infection 
crept in, the reckless drinking in taverns night 
and day, the multitude of corpses lying 
uncovered before every church, the pits into 
which the dead were packed in layers. 


NO-ONE LEFT TO CARRY THE 
BODIES TO THE COMMUNAL 
PITS 


Some died in the streets, some died in the 
fields, the dying were abandoned, the dead 
dragged out and stacked by the road side. All 
authority and organisation had ceased. The 
writer Agniolo Di Tura carried with his own 
hands, his five little sons to the grave. The 
plague spread to Hungary, Bavaria then into 
Spain, it killed the Queen of Aragon and the 
King of Castille before moving into France 
slaying Laura, the adored of the poet Petarch. A 
Flemish canon wrote, “All who see him in his 
sickness or visit him or carry him to the grave, 
quickly follow him there”, 


summer of 1348 progressed, the Black Death 
was drawing nearer to England, it went into 
Normandy. “It came to pass that no one could 
be found to carry the corpses to the tomb.” People said that the 
end of the world had come. 


PRAYER DIDN’T HELP THIS TIME 


Englishmen watched the ports, the Archbishop of York said, 
“Only by prayer can the scourge be turned away”. The Bishops 
of Bath and Wells ordered processions and stations to protect the 
people from the pestilence, it broke out in the little town of 
Melcombe Regis, now Weymouth, depriving it of most of its 
inhabitants. Within a few weeks it reached Bristol, probably by 
sea, turning it into a cemetery. The people reacted in the same 
‘way as in Europe, there were not enough living to bury the dead. 
No Constable Guard could stop the swift running rats from 
infecting one another, nor their parasites from deserting their 
putrescent bodies for living men and women. No-one had any 
idea what caused the mortality, the pallor, the sudden shivering 
and retching, the dreaded scarlet blotches and black boils called 
‘God’s tokens’, the delirium and the unbearable agony that came 
without warning, and carried off its victims in a few hours. The 
plague struck down shire after shire, Poole was so depopulated 
it did not recover for over a century, a hundred years ago, a 
projecting strip of land known as The Baiter was still pointed out 
as the burial place of its victims. In Bishopstone in Wiltshire, 
scarcely a soul survived and when life resumed after the plague, 
it remained deserted. The crops rotted in the fields, the church 
bells were silent, the clergy went down like the corn before the

reaper. At the Abbey of Newenham, twenty monks and three 
lay brothers died and only the abbot and two others survived, at 
the Priory of Bodmin, only two canons lived to tell the tale. 


CHRISTIANS HARDEST HIT 


The plague reached London at the beginning of 
November, it took the great financier Sir 
Thomas Pulteney, four times Mayor and builder 
of All Hallows church, Lord Wake of Liddell, 
four wardens of the Goldsmith Company, the 
Abbot of Westminster and twenty six monks. 
The adjoining Hospital of St James was left 
without inmates, all the brethren and sisters 
perishing, brave nuns tending the sick with all 
sweetness and humility, putting all fear behind 
their backs. Of the Bishop of Rochester’s 
household | four priests, five esquires, seven 
acolytes, six pages and ten serving men died. 

H The Courts of the Kings Bench came to a 
standstill, Parliament was cancelled. 
Throughout the winter, the pestilence raged in 
the rat-haunted streets. The cemeteries were not 
big enough and fields had to be set aside for the 
burying of the dead, men and women bore their 
] own offspring on their shoulders to the church 
and cast them into the common pit from which 
there proceeded so great a stench that hardly 
anyone dared cross it. By the spring of 1349 it 
reached Norfolk, in Acle Church there is a Latin 
inscription which reads, ‘The brute beast plague 
raged hour by hour’. The Norwich Dominicans 
died to a man, at Haveringland every member 
of the priory perished, in the little Manor of Cornard Parva, 
twenty one families died. At old Hunstanton 172 tenants died, 
74 of them leaving no male heir and 19 no relations at all. Here, 
as in other places, once a household was attacked, the tendency 
was for all to perish. In Leicester a recorder stated that in the 
small parish of St Leonards 380 perished, Holy Cross 400, in St 
Margarets 700. In the Great Abbey of Hoderness, the abbot, forty 
two monks and seven lay brethren died. 


“SCOTS THOUGHT THEY WERE IMMUNE 
AND THAT IT ONLY KILLED PEOPLE IN 
TROUSERS 


Scotland was protected by a hundred miles of moorland and 
escaped until the end of the year. At first, the Scots ascribed the 
affliction of their neighbours to their wickedness, swearing ‘by 
the foul death of England’ and congratulating themselves on 
their own immunity, but when they gathered in Selkirk Forest to 
harry the border, ‘their joy turned to mourning as the sword of 
ihe wrath of God scourged them in fury and suddenness, smiting 
them not less than the English with abscesses and pustules’, 
Next year, it was the turn of the Welsh mountains and valleys, 
then last ofall, Ireland, destroying all ina terrible fashion for the 
Black Death spared neither nation nor creed, but inflicted misery 
on ever-widening circles of humanity. Some villages like 
Tilgarsley in Oxfordshire and Middle Carlton and Ambion in 
Leicestershire. site of the future Battle of Bosworth Field, were 
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so depopulated that they were never re-occupied. Those who 
suffered most were the poor in their over-crowded hovels, and 
the monks and clergy as they lived together in barrack room 
situations. Soldiers suffered for the same reasons as did ships” 
crews. Hospitals were another obvious place of total death. 


THE RICH HAD THE BEST CHANCE OF 
SURVIVAL 


The nobility living in comparatively clean and spacious 
conditions, escaped lightly. In England at least, they had plenty 
of warning of the danger. Isolating themselves in some retired 
country place and keeping a strict guard against strangers who, 
if they came too close, had a few arrows pass over to deter them. 
They had the warning, the information, the food and the money 
to pay for their defence, they didn’t even know what they were 
defending themselves against but they had the brains and the 
willpower to take remedial action and isolate themselves. 
Sometimes it didn’t work, all it took was an infected rat, but on 
the whole they had the best chance and used it. 


After the plague had passed, it lay dormant in the soil and 
after a dozen years it flared up again, first in one city then in 
another, at least once in a generation, For three hundred years, 
the red cross on the stricken door, the cart piled with corpses on 
its way to the plague pits, the cry of “Bring out yer dead” formed 
a recurrent part of English life, 


For anyone who has not experienced it, it is hard to realise 
the impact of a cataclysm carrying off one in every two of a 
civilised community. Its immediate effect is shock, then terror 
followed by chaos. 


LESS PEOPLE TO SHARE THE COUNTRY’S 
NATURAL WEALTH 


While it continues, all activities cease. Nor did the pestilence 

have the purging effect hoped for by the churches by making 
men work harder, and more charitable and helpful to one another. 
‘People’ as a chronicler wrote, “Were afterwards more 
avaricious and grasping, even when they possessed more of the 
goods of this world than before, The were more covetous, vexing 
themselves by contentious quarrels, strifes and law suits.” 
Charity began to grow cold and wickedness with its attendant 
ignorance was rampant and few were found who could teach the 
rudiments of grammar. The monk William Dene tells the same 
story, 
“The people for the greater part, ever became more depraved, 
more prone to every vice and more inclined than before to evil 
and wickedness, not thinking of death nor of the past plague nor 
of their salvation.” 





THE ELITE CAN INHERIT THE WORLD 


There were less people to share the wealth of the world. More 
than likely, that will be the driving force that will propel us into 
the next great plague. We have all at one time or anther, 
contemplated the effects of a nuclear war, and thought to 
ourselves, “It’s a shame about the rest” and contemplate what 
steps we would take to look after oneself and family, “Fallout 
would be a problem, but at least the explosions would have 
cleaned up the dead bodies”.

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PARTNERS IN CRY 


PRIVATISATION - Criminal Financial Corporations i oe 
clp the Police Budget by screwing the honest maw 


hen you know that someone has committed a crime, not 
just for littering or letting their dog run in the park, most 
people will do what is expected of them and report it to the police 
as they are pillars of the community, that is what campaigns like 
‘Adopt a Cop’ are for, trust a policeman. The big problem most 
of us are facing these days, is that although most of Australia’s 
policemen are more than likely devoted to truth, justice and the 
‘Australian way’, there are some in important places who are on 
two or more payrolls and who give the good, honest ones a bad 
name. 

We have had the Fitzgerald Inquiry, and the CJC, which from 
the public perspective, have not been worth used toilet paper. 
From the perspective of Fitzgerald, he was given a cool 25 
million dollars and the position of President of the Appeals 
Court. From the perspective of the employees of CJC, the wages 
must be good. Find anyone that has had the misfortune to initiate 
an investigation and you find a person who has been character 
assassinated, then put on trial themselves by the court of the 
media. What a success rate! You see, the way to break anyone 
in today’s society is to accuse him of something, and then send 
him broke defending himself in court. This ploy is the most often 
used by the system, and rumour has it that a certain policeman 
went to the grave when he threatened to go to the CIC..., but that 
is another story. 

We also know of several people who went to the Fraud Squad 
to report a crime then ended up under investigation themselves, 
and in this latest incident, has had to stand trial. Now many 


would say “coincidence”, “probably both ‘iffie’ people” - not 
true - both persons who were unknown to each other at the time, 
were pillars of the community. Now this is only two that we 
know of and we are confident that there are more, but what would 
you think if we told you that both of these people went in to the 
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same police station to make their complaint? Would you think 
that there was something fishy in that? And what if we told you 
that they were reporting the same gang of crooks, well, at least 
the same crooked industry, the one in which there are only four 
main operators and they work together? Still not convinced? 
Well, what if we told you that the case was given to the same 
Fraud Squad Detective Sergeant, does that put it together for 
you? 

The first case was the Somersets, whose plight was reported 
in edition 20. They have been persecuted into bankruptcy by the 
largest, most powerful, criminal organisation in the world, with 
the willing help of the State Police of course. 

In this last case, since Colin Uebergang reported fraud to the 
Fraud Squad at Roma Street Police Station, he has been charged 
under the Criminal Code with ‘Inducing money by false 
pretences’ and has had to spend $1,500,000 up to now in legal 
expenses. What if we told you that after he made his report to 
the Fraud Squad who handed this potentially highly explosive 
case to Sgt Murphy on 25th August 1993 at Roma Street, that he 
did not have another call or any contact back from any police 
regarding the matter until his committal hearing more than 
twelve months later, and yet the criminal organisation, through 
their solicitors, Feez Ruthning, were conferring on a daily basis, 
sometimes several times a day. The criminal organisation had 
made a complaint against Colin, is it not strange that the police 
should fail to follow up and investigate Colin’s complaint against 
them, and yet start work immediately, dropping everything else 
to start work for this criminal organisation? This criminal 
organisation has by the way, in the last few years, had to pay 
millions of dollars in settlements for fraud as their solicitor 
advised them that they were committing fraud, and this letter, 
which they tried to suppress, was finally produced in evidence. 
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It was fraud to suppress the letter, but these corporate criminals 
neyer let that influence their judgement. 

When the policemen found that witnesses for the criminal 
organisation had been indemnified, and told that any legal 
expenses or fines that they may incur would be covered by the 
organisation, all they had to do was to character assassinate Colin 
Uebergang. Would that not make the policemen a little 
suspicious of the criminal organisation’s honourable behaviour? 
When the policemen found that the criminal organisation had 
paid $150,000 to the injured party whose defence Colin 
Uebergang had nobly first gone to, as he had information proving 
that the criminal organisation had defrauded them, would that 
not make them more suspicious? Of course, after Uncle Toby’s 
had received the $150,000 pay-off, it supported the efforts of the 
criminal organisation to prove fraud against Colin. Isn't it 
amazing what you can achieve if you have money? When the 
policemen found that at no time did Colin Uebergang receive any 
money or benefit from the alleged fraud, or to be more precise 
“to induce delivery of money by false pretence” and that the only 
party that received payment for the product in question was the 
criminal organisation, you have to wonder what was in their 
minds to continue persecuting Colin Uebergang. Ata later stage, 
they would have found out that the main witness against Colin 
had received $889,638 from the deal. Even though we know that 
the court system is only there to make money for lawyers and to 
pervert justice, when a magistrate points out that this witness, a 
Mr Dickson, lied and resorted to vagaries of memory, the police 
would have to consider how strong their case was, but money 
talks louder than words! 

At first this may all sound confusing, but I will elaborate. 
Colin Uebergang was an organic wheat farmer, the criminal 
organisation took control of his business in June 1990 even 
though they had no security over it, and manipulated this 
operation purely with threats and stand over tactics. They paid 
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Colin to advise them how to run the farm as they wanted to sell 
this organic wheat at a high price as they had got it for 5% of 
nothing. This high income from the organic wheat also put a 
premium on the sale of the property to others, so this again would 
benefit the criminal organisation. Uncle Toby’s, the purchaser 
of this organic wheat, paid $287,387-50 to the criminal 
organisation in 1991. In 1993, Colin Uebergang found out that 
the criminal organisation, with the help of its indemnified 
witnesses, had caused contamination of the property and then 
Dickson took it upon himself to certify the crop, well knowing 
he was not legally entitled to do that, then harvested it and sold 
it to Uncle Toby’s as all organic wheat. Colin approached the 
Fraud Squad on 25th August 1993 and reported this. The 
criminal organisation paid off its witness to implicate Colin and 
then paid off Uncle Toby’s so that it would assist them to bring 
the complaint against Colin Uebergang, and implored the fraud 
squad to charge Colin.

He is confident of victory in the end, and believes the 
committal hearing went well for him as the magistrate dropped 
eight of the charges against him at the close of his committal 
hearing, but I believe if there was any justice left in the system 
at all, the magistrate should have thrown it all out on the spot. 
Instead, Colin will continue defending himself with his own 
resources, yet the criminal organisation, WESTPAC, uses 
your money and the public credit and purse to grind people like 
Colin Uebergang into the Australian soil. Again, the evil empire 
misuses everything that we consider a tool of freedom, as a 
weapon of rape and destruction against all who attempt to stand 


against them. 
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> The) EVACUATIC °

After four months, there was yet another offensive on 21st 
August 1915. General Stopford, with a group of his useless 
divisional commanders, had already been sent back to England, 
failure was a reprieve for some. General Hamilton had been 
reinforced with another two divisions and yet again, 3,000 men 
of the ANZACs made another diversionary assault. There were 
more men involved in this offensive than in any other battle on 
the peninsula, it began badly, and descended into a disaster. The 
Turkish artillery shot the men into tattered rags. The Turks, ftom 
their elevated positions, had seen the preparations, the move up 
and the start. They simply fired and went on firing into the 
packed trenches below them. The climbing men stumbled and 
fell as they rose out of the trenches, cut down by lead and steel. 
The attackers lost more than 5,000 men and gained no ground at 
all, and struggled on for a week without gaining one strategic 
summit. 


NO TIME FOR BURIALS 


The slopes were thick with the unburied dead because there was no way 
the offensive could be stopped even to get that most necessary job done. 
The war correspondent Henry Nevinson, complained, “The dead were 
lying about in great numbers; the wounded were crying aloud for help; 
the hands and faces of hastily buried men protruded from the ground, 
and as I walked I felt at intervals the squelching softness of a man’s 
body, scarcely covered beneath the soil.” 

The British and Australian press, as is the usual practice, did not give 
the general public a true picture of what was happening at Gallipoli or 
anywhere else for that matter. As winter was approaching, the position 
and conditions of the Gallipoli Expeditionary Force was in an 
ever-diminishing state. The War Office had a great 
problem in their propaganda wing, the media had | 
portrayed Gallipoli as a success, and now they had a 
problem explaining why they should withdraw, so it did 
its usual thing best, nothing! 





The British war correspondent Ellis Ashmead-Bartlett 
CBE, had been at Gallipoli since the landing. He had 
marvelled at the bravery and exploits of the brawny 
‘colonial troops’, his stories to the British press focused 
world-wide attention on the ANZACs. He realised the 
strategic value of Gallipoli, but was highly critical of 
middle management, the Stopfords, Monash and the 
Colonel Blimps in headquarters and at the divisional 
level, that had wasted so many good men. Nothing 





changes, and the incompetent protected their incompetent brothers. His 
articles were censored and he certainly made no friends in HQ. In 
desperation, he wrote a letter to the then Prime Minister of Great 
Britain, the Rt Hon H Asquith, 

He gave it to Keith Murdoch (father of Rupert Murdoch) w! 
going directly to London and because of his position, he would give it 
to the Prime Minister in person. The British Secret Service heard about 
the letter and who was delivering it. Keith Murdoch was ‘arrested’ at 
Marseilles, France and held in custody until he relinquished the letter: 

Here are some extracts from the letter that tries to explain why the 
evacuation was necessary: 

Dear Mr Asquith, 

Thope you will excuse the liberty I am taking in writing to you..... and 
I consider it absolutely necessary that you should know the true state of 
affairs out here. Our last great effort ta achieve some definite success 
against the Turks was the most ghastly and costly fiasco in our history 
since the Battle of Bannockburn.... Absolutely impossible country, more 
than any general had the right to expect, owing to the superlative 
gallantry of the colonial troops, and the self-sacrificing manner in which 
they threw away their lives against positions which should never have 
been attacked ...as a result of this fighting, our casualties since August 
the 6th now total nearly fifty thousand killed and wounded..... The army 
is in fact in a deplorable condition... The muddle and mismanagement 
beat anything that has ever occurred in our military history... We have 
therefore to prepare against the coming winter or to withdraw the army 
altogether. Iam assuming it is considered desirable to avoid the latter 
contingency at all cost for political reasons, owing to the confessions 
of final failure it would entail. The outlook for the unfortunate troops is 
deplorable. We do not hold a single commanding position on the 
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peninsula and at all three points, Helles, Anzac and Suvla Bay, we are 
everywhere commanded by the enemies guns... We must expect a far 
more severe artillery fire on the beaches during the winter months than 
we are exposed to at present. 

A great many of the trenches which we now hold at present will have 
to be abandoned altogether during the winter as they will be under 
water... Our traops will have to face the greatest hardships from cold, 
wet trenches and concentrated artillery fire. I believe that at the present 
lime, the sick raie for the army is roughly 1000 per day. During winter, 
it is bound to rise to an even higher figure... One general whose 
judgement is generally sound, who considers we shall 
Jose during the winter in sickness alone, the equivalent 
of the present army strength of the army..... The whole 
army dreads beyond all else, the prospect of wintering 
on this dreary and inhospitable coast. The autumn 
rains will once more bring to view hundreds of our dead 
who lie under a light covering of soil....will have a 
deplorable effect on what is left of this once magnificent 
body of men, the finest any empire has ever produce 
Because I have no means of knowing how far the real 
truth of the situation is known in England, and how 
much the military authorities disclose.... I am of course 
breaking the censorship regulations by sending this 
letter through, but I have not the slightest hesitation in 
doing so, as | feel it is absolutely essential for you to 
know the truth... Hoping you will therefore excuse the 
liberty I have taken.

THE BUCK STOPS HERE 


Tt was the Gallipoli swan-song, General Hamilton was recalled. 
In less than a month he had lost over 40,000 troops, 43,000 troops were 
evacuated, a third with dysentery and the rest wounded or sick. History 
has been unjustly unkind to Sir lan Hamilton, his accomplishments had 
been enormous, but considering what he had been asked to achieve and 
with the commanders he had been given to do it with, he may as well 
have been ordered to make a table with a set of glass tools. 
Atthe beginning on the 25th April, the Ist Australian Infantry Division 
landed with 13,000 men, In seven months, they had received over 8,000 
replacements and yet the entire division was down to 8,500 men. 


YOUNG BOYS INTO OLD MEN 


Some men who had landed on the 2Sth of April were still at Anzac 
Cove. The fit young man from April looks different now in October, 
inside the ragged shirt and the cut down trousers, his skin is grey with 
dirt and red patches from scratching at the fleas and lice which infect 
him. There is an evil smelling fungus between the toes of his feet and 
there is not much he can do about any of his hygiene problems unless 
he can get down to the beach for a quick swim. One of his mates cut 
his hair so his head looks like a billiard ball, he has a three day stubble, 
he has lost lots of weight, partly from diarrhoea, partly from lack of 
substantial food and partly because he capped a bullet through the flesh 
of his arm, but it was not bad enough to go sick with and leave his mates. 
His lips are cracked and dark with thirst, he has developed a nervous 
habit of ducking his head when there are loud noises, he gets short of 
breath easily and he has a racking cough. His rifle works perfectly, it 
has a clean barrel and the action is lightly oiled, the bayonet is fixed and 
it is sharp and is lightly oiled. He is like all the men around him,

‘The veterans had watched the replacements, raw recruits, take on the 
wasted, hollow-eyed look of a Gallipoli veteran, They had thirsted and 
sickened, dried out and lost weight, been shot at every day and listened 
night after night to the pitiful sounds of the wounded and dying. Now 
after six weary months, they had sweated in the hot sun, the millions of 
flies had driven them mad, they had been drenched and frozen, they 
were still short of water, still living on biscuits and bully beef. They 
were still no closer to their objective... and were still being shot at. 







































NOT USED TO RUNNING AWAY! 


The decision to evacuate was made thousands of 

miles away in England, Winston Churchill was 
made the whipping boy and sacked from his 
position as First Lord of the Admiralty. The 
British Army did not have any good precedents at 
evacuations even considering the long history of 
its Navy. At the affair of St Cas in 1758, about half 
the rear guard had been lost in a furious battle on 
the beach, At Corunna in 1809, General Moore 
had dealt his pursuers a smashing blow and his 
army had slipped away into the waiting ships 
before the French had recovered. Neither case 
gave much encouragement, this was a far worse 
scenario withthe Turks having the high ground and 
the ability to shell the beaches, Some officers gave 
likely casualty figures at 45% of the 134,700 men, 
14,500 horses, mules and donkeys, and 393 
howitzers and field guns. 
The organising of this challenging operation was 
given to Cyril Brudenell White, who was General 
Birdwood’s Chief of Staff. His plans were a masterpiece of 
synchronised detail. Suvla Bay and Anzac Cove’s final evacuation 
would be made simultaneously at night between December 18th and 
20th and at Helles 19 days later on January 8th 1916. 












UNUSUAL PLAN FOR THE BRITISH - 
STEALTH 


White’s carefully thought-out plan was based on stealth instead of the 
St Cas scenario forecast by the high command. Their imagination, 
governed by generations of military thinking, said “if you do any 
manoeuvres at night, it will be a cock up” and envisioned a daylight 
fighting withdrawal. White’s idea based the evacuation on deceiving 
the Turks until the last man and all that was possible was embarked and 
taken away. Loitering squads were organised to wander about smoking, 
cricket matches were played on “Shell Green’, tentage remained 
standing, men were ferried in during the day only to be ferried out during 
the night, all to give the illusion of everything remaining the same. From 
December 8th to the 17th, the ANZAC garrison was reduced from 
35,400 to 20,700. 


PIECE DE RESISTANCE 


During this time, a 20 year old architectural modeller, Bill Scurry, 
had been conducting some interesting experiments. Hearing the 
Tumours about the evacuation, he shared the wide-spread concerns about 
the proposal. “It seemed impossible” he wrote afterwards, “that we 
could sneak away from under Abdul’s nose without a cost in casualties 
as great as in landing.” It occurred to Scurry that the peril of the 
withdrawal might be eased if the men could keep their rifles firing at 
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the Turks after they had departed, as the closest enemy trenches were 
only yards away. 

Assisted by his mate, 18 year old Bunty Lawrence, who scrounged 
most of the equipment used in the experiments, they tried to rig up 
something that would allow sand to trickle gradually into a container, 
like an hour glass. The sand wouldn’t flow properly, and the only 
alternative he could think of was water. Water was hard to get. Scurry 
managed to obtain more water than his ration, and Lawrence acquired 
a collection of tins, string and timber. 

The contraption he eventually 
designed was shown to Major G 
McCrae who had known Scurry 
before the war. He made a drawing 
of the working model and passed it on 
to his superiors. The Scurry device 
for a self-firing rifle was simple, 
ingenious and effective. Water in one 
container was allowed to drip 
gradually into another below it, with 
the lower one attached to a finely 
balanced weight (a box of stones), 
then to the rifle trigger. Eventually, 
the lower receptacle became sufficiently heavy with water to make the 
weight topple over, pulling the trigger. After a successful 
demonstration of the device on the beach, Scurry and Lawrence were 
detached from their normal duties to manufacture a number of the 
devices attached to rifles. 

On 16th December, details of the evacuation plan were sent to all 
units as secret documents. Three separate embarkation periods were 
allotted for both nights, A, B and C. A and B were evacuated on both 
the 18th and 19th, C group was divided up again into the different 
rear-guard parties, It was essential for the timing to be strictly adhered 
to by the troops and the Royal Navy, who where providing the lighters 
and ferries. Embarkation points were appointed with provisions for the 
removal of any specific items. 

Specific instructions were given to organise the withdrawal of some 
areas where bombs with timed fuses were left. Spring guns, booby traps, 
and mines were set. All movement would be made in absolute silence 
and the utmost care was taken to maintain the appearance of a normal 
night. In the 20th battalion as in many others, surplus socks were issued 
to muffle the sound of boots on rocks. Other units used surplus puttees, 
or strips of blankets. Care was taken that all mess tins and other gear 
was packed so that it did not rattle or shine. they even covered the jetties 
with blankets and spare empty sand bags to deaden the noise in the still 
air. The troops filed down to the beaches without a hitch. By 3.30am, 
all the garrison was cleared of defensive positions and medical stations 
withdrawn to the boats. 


THE SEMBLANCE OF NORMALCY 

Tn the front line, C group went from point to point firing rifles, 
throwing an occasional grenade, giving the appearance of constant 
preparedness, The last to leave were hand picked including the machine 
gunners from each unit who would fall back to final redoubts ifthe Turks 
had attacked at the critical time and broken through. They packed 15 
tons of explosives in various tunnels ready to fire. The delayed firing 
rifles were all set up. Trails of white flour, salt or strips of material had 
been placed so the rear guard could follow a set path to the beach after 
their part had been fulfilled. C group engineers fired three big mines at

Anzac and Suvla Bay beaches. 

A similar operation for the evacuation of Helles was carried through 
by the 8th of January. This was even harder as the Turks were now 
alerted to expect it. On 7th January, when the British garrison was down 
to 19,000 men, Von Sanders launched a massive attack to push the 
British off the peninsular, but the response from the defensive positions, 
with the British not having to worry about conserving ammunition, 
smashed the attack before it could get underway. The British then 
evacuated without any further interference. It was all over. The day 
after the evacuation, the Royal Navy’s battleships bombarded the vacant 
positions, wrecking any equipment that had to be left behind. 


HEAVY TOLL ON LIVES 


An exact assessment of the cost in lives of the Gallipoli campaign 
does not exist, because of the rugged conditions that the battles were 
fought in. One source put the British losses at 265,000, (46,000 killed). 
General Von Sanders, the German commander of the Turkish forces 
lost 218,000 (approx 66,000 killed). Dr Bean gives a figure of 
Australian casualties at 26,984 (7,594 killed), the French had 27,004 
casualties (8,000 killed). I have heard that the Indian contingent lost 
more casualties and dead than the French but have not located any 
substantive quotes. 

The French and the Turks struck medals for Gallipoli but the British 
never counted it as a victory. It united Australia and New Zealand, and 
gave them pride in their own men-at-arms. It welded the community to 
its flag and branded Australians as a group of tough individualists which 
it has been duly proud of. 

Itmay have shortened the war if the navy had not given up on breaching 
the Straits of Dardanelles (see edition 22) but it was doomed as soon as 
the military option was taken up. There are lots of ifs, but if it had not 
happened, the Turks would probably have had the strength, the ability 
and the tenacity to attack the Suez Canal, Australia’s life line. If they 
had done this and succeeded, then Australia, India and The East would 
have been isolated from the western world and the war for the allies 


would have been lost. y
